c) from about 0.01% to about 5%, by weight of the composition, of a cationic 
cellulose delivery enhancing agent; 

d> from about 0.1% to about 80%. by weight of the composition, of a builder; 
and; 

e) from about 0.001% to about 5%. by weight of the composition, of a 
compatible enzvme selected from lipase enzymes, protease enzymes or mixtures 
thereof: a nd 

wherein the ratio of the delivery enhancing agent to the fabric care benefit agent 
is from about 1:50 to about 1:1.

24. (New) A detergent composition according to Claim 23 wherein the enzyme stabilizing 
system comprises calcium ions, boric acid, propylene glycol, short chain carboxylic acids, 
boronic acids, or mixtures thereof.
